from weeds, was high in organic mat- 
ter and no very dry years were en- 
countered. Under such conditions the 
results were decidedly in favor of fall 
ploughing for wheat. 

Results obtained during a _ later 
period and under different conditions 
showed that fall ploughing was very 
little superior to spring ploughing for 
either wheat or oats. An analysis of 
the yearly results showed that spring 
ploughing is preferable to fall plough- 
ing when there is a decided lack of 
moisture in the fall, and that fall 
ploughing will produce higher yields 
than spring ploughing when the land 
goes into the winter with a high 
moisture content. 

A study of the experimental data 
showed that fall ploughing in a wet 
fall was much more productive than 
that done in a year when the soil 
goes into the winter with no reserve 
of moisture. It was noted that fall 
ploughing done early in September, 
worked down right away, and con- 
taining an abundant supply of mois- 
ture before winter set in, produced 
nearly as high yields as summerfal- 
low. It was also observed that fall 
ploughing done when the land is dry, 
and left rough, does not produce near- 
ly as well as spring ploughing. 

After studying the question of fall 
versus spring ploughing of stubble 
land for a number of years, it is be- 
lieved that fall ploughing of stubble 
land cannot be recommended except 
when it is particularly free from 
weeds and contains plenty of mois- 
ture. If the land ig weedy or very 
dry, any tillage given in the fall 
should be give with the disc or culti- 
vator rather than the plough. 

Fall ploughing can be recommended 
only under the most favorable condi- 
tions and should be worked down as 
soon as possible to prevent drying 
out. Soil driffing has developed as a 
serious objection to fall ploughing as 
a@ result of unusually dry weather 
cqupled with high winds. The better 
the condition in which the fall plough- 
ing is left from a moisture conserva-

Although such’ prac- 
tices are subject to limitations, when 
carefully ‘conducted they provide a

and of reducing, very materially, the 
otherwise appreciable losses... It must 
be clearly understood that seed treat- 
ment will not prevent diseases orig- 
inating in the soil, Under these cir- 
cumstances a scheme of soil treat- 
ment or soil ment is a distinct 
advantage. Seed treatment, of course 
can only be effective against, diseases 
occurring on the surface of the pota- 
to tubers, whereas the more deeply 
seated infections, notably late blight 
rot, black leg, and Fusarium rot can- 
not be reached by seed treatment. In 
these instances the correct preventive 
measure is to avoid using the diseased 
tubers. 

Certain diseases such: as leaf roll, 
mosaic and spindle tuber cannot be 
detected in the seed tubers, although 
they give rise to definite symptoms in 
the growing tops. The eradication of 
these disorders can be. accomplished 
only by a system of thoréugh roguing 
combined-with the’operation of a tu- 
ber-unit seed -plot. 

Detailed information on the sub- 
ject under consideration may be se- 
cured from the nearest Dominion La- 
boratory of Plant Pathology.

Truth is stranger than fiction, and 
| the life-story of disease germs is not 
the least strange of truths. Disease 
‘perms are governed by the laws of 
‘nature and are no more capable of 
| some of the feats attributed to them 
than a mouse would be to change it- 

self into a liom 
A short time ago, we read that a 
boy had contracted scarlet fever from 
handling a book which had belonged 
to another boy who had died some ten 
years previously from scarlet fever. 
The ‘story asked its readers to believ’ 
that disease germs—in this particular 
case, the germy of scarlet fever—will 
live for years in a book. All we ca: 
say is that this story is fiction, not 
truth; things just do not happen that 

way in real life. 
: The fear of books ag spreaders of 
disease germs is part of the old fear 
of the patient’s room and of all things 
touched by the patient. This fear 
was the justification for fumigation 
which, with certain reservations, has 
been given up as a useless procedure 
by modern public health departments. 
The truth is that it is not inanimate 
things but the person, or the fresh se- 
cretions and discharges from the body 
which are dangerous, because it is 
in the fresh secretions that we find the 
living germs of disease. Disease germs 
do not grow and multiply in nature 
outside the human or animal body.

Germs deposited on a book may live 
for a time, but drying and light, par- 
ticularly sunlight, kill them off. With- 
out intending a pun, we might say 
that many books are dry and that 
darkness, heat, moisture and food— 
essentials for germ life—are not to 
be found in a book. 

If books were a practical danger 
in the spread of disease, we would 
have to close all our libraries; more- 
over, we would have to give up the 
use of paper money, for think how 
much more often paper money may 
be handled by the sick or the car- 
riers of disease germs. To these, we 
would have to add public telephone 
directories. 

To all intents and purposes, there 
is no practical danger in books. Those 
which have been used by a person suf- 
fering from a communicable disease 
may be left open in a dry, preferably 
a sunny place, for a few days, after 
which it may be taken for granted 
that any disease germs will have per- 
ished. It might be added that even 
if disease germs are on a ‘book, they 
will not, as it were, hop off into the 
face of the reader. The only possible 
danger would be the contamination of 
the hands and from the hands into 
the mouth, via fingers or food, which 
danger can be avoided by keeping the 
hands from the face and by thorough- 
ly washing them before handling 
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complete with envelopes.

from weeds, was high in organic mat- 
ter and no very dry years were en- 
countered. Under such conditions the 
results were decidedly in favor of fall 
ploughing for wheat. 

Results obtained during a later 
period and under different conditions 
showed that fall ploughing was very 
little superior to spring ploughing for 
either wheat or oats. An analysis of 
the yearly results showed that spring 
ploughing is preferable to fall plough- 
ing when there is a decided lack of 
moisture in the fall, and that fall 
ploughing will produce higher yields 
than spring ploughing when the land 
goes into the winter with a high 
moisture content. 

A study of the experimental data 
showed that fall ploughing in a wet 
fall was much more productive than 
that done in a year when the soil 
goes into the winter with no reserve 
of moisture. It was noted that fall 
ploughing done early in September, 
worked down right away, and con- 
taining an abundant supply of mois- 
ture before winter set in, produced 
nearly as high yields as summerfal- 
low. It was also observed that fall 
ploughing done when the land is dry, 
and left rough, does not produce near- 
ly as well as spring ploughing. 

After studying the question of fall 
versus spring ploughing of stubble 
land for a number of years, it is be- 
lieved that fall ploughing of stubble 
land cannot be recommended except 
when it is particularly free from 
weeds and contains plenty of mois- 
ture. If the land is weedy or very 
dry, any tillage given in the fall 
should be give with the disc or culti- 
vator rather than the plough. 

Fall ploughing can be recommended 
only under the most favorable condi- 
tions and should be worked down as 
soon as possible to prevent drying 
out. Soil driffing has developed as a 
serious objection to fall ploughing as 
a result of unusually dry weather 
cqupled with high winds. The better 
the condition in which the fail plough- 
ing is left from a moisture conserva- 
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sumers’ costs are increased while the 
gtowers’ profits are lowered accord- 
ingly. Surpassing these difficulties 
mét)in the marketing phase of this 
industry in Canada, however, ‘a the 
more serious problem arising from 
the use of diseased notatoes for seed, 
a practice leading to seed-piece rot, 
weak germination, poor stands and. 
low yields. “Moreover, the use of dis~- 
eased seed tubers results in contam- 
ination of the soil, thus making it 
most difficult, if mot impossible, to 
produce disease-free potatoes on the 
same location for several years. The 
importance of this principle is better 
appreciated when it is Known that 


‘new land is relatively free from dis-" 


ease organisms and should be safe- 
guarded against .contamination. In 
seeking to control potato tuber dis- 
eases it is well to known that a num- 
ber of them attack tubers and tops, 
so that they must be dealt with in 
the seed stock supply and in the 
field. Those diseases confined to the 
tubers alone necessitate such meas- 
ures as seed treatment, soil treat- 
ment and seed-selection, all of which 
are being investigated by the Division 
of Botany of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms through its Branch 
Laboratories. Although such prac- 
tices are subject to limitations, when 
carefully conducted they provide a 
means of bettering crop production, 
and of reducing, very materially, the 
otherwise appreciable losses. It must 
be clearly understood that seed treat- 
ment will not prevent diseases orig- 
inating in the soil, Under these cir- 
cumstances a scheme of soil treat- 
ment or soil management is a distinct 
advantage. Seed treatment, of course 
can only be effective against diseases 
occurring on the surface of the pota- 
to tubers, whereas the more deeply 
seated infections, notably late blight 
rot, black leg, and Fusarium rot can- 
not be reached by seed treatment. In 
these instances the correct preventive 
measure is to avoid using the diseased 
tubers. 

Certain diseases such as leaf roll, 
mosaic and spindle tuber cannot be 
detected in the seed tubers, although 
they give rise to definite symptoms in 
the growing tops. The eradication of 
these disorders can be gccomplished 
only by a system of thor@ugh roguing 
combined with the operation of a tu- 
ber-unit: seed plot. 

Detailed information on the sub- 
ject under consideration may be se- 
cured from the nearest Dominion La- 
boratory of Plant Pathology. 


The mechanization of farming be- 
tween 1925 and 1930 tended to reduce 
the demand for oats, in so far as 
horses were displaced or pastured.

BOOKS 

Truth is stranger than fiction, and 
the life-story of disease germs is nat 
the least strange of truths. Disease 
germs are governed by the laws of 
nature and are no more capable of 
some of the feats attributed to them 
than a mouse would be to change it- 
self into a lion. 

A short time ago, we read that a 
boy had contracted scarlet fever from 


handling a book which had belonged | 


to another boy who had died some ten 
years previously from scarlet fever 
The ‘story asked its readers to beliew 
that disease germs—in this particular 
case, the germs of scarlet fever—will 
live for years in a book. All we ca. 
say is that this story is fiction, not 
truth; things just do not happen that 
way in real life. 

The fear of books as spreaders of 
disease germs is part of the old fear 
of the patient’s room and of all things 
touched by the patient. This fear 
was the justification for fumigation 
which, with certain reservations, has 
been given up as a useless procedure 
by modern public health departments. 

The truth is that it is not inanimate 
things but the person, or the fresh se- 
cretions and discharges from the body 
which are dangerous, because it is 
in the fresh secretions that we find the 
living germs of disease. Disease germs 
do not grow and multiply in nature 
outside the human or animal body.

Germs deposited on a book may live 
for a time, but drying and light, par- 
ticularly sunlight, kill them off. With- 
out intending a pun, we might say 
that many books are dry and that 
darkness, heat, moisture and food 
essentials for germ life not 
be found in a book. 

If books were a practical danger 
in the spread of disease, we would 
have to close all our libraries; more- 
over, we would have to give up the 
use of paper money, for think how 
much more often paper money may 
Se handled by the sick or the car- 
riers of disease germs. To these, we 
would have to add public telephone 
lireclories. 

To all intents and purposes, there 
is no practical danger in books. Those 
which have been used by a person suf- 
fering from a communicable disease 
may be left open in a dry, preferably 
a sunny place, for a few days, after 
which it may be taken for granted 
that any disease germs will have per- 
ished. It might be added that even 
if disease germs are on a ‘book, they 
will not, as it were, hop off into the 
face of the reader. The only possible 
danger would be the contamination of 
the hands and from the hands into 
the mouth, via fingers or food, which 
danger can be avoided by keeping the 
hands from the face and by thorough- 
ly washing them before handling

lawns, that is to re-seed thin spots 
and to eradicate paths and weeds. 
Cheap seed -is usually only a mixture 
of the coarser quick growing grasses 
which will make a big showing in the 
first month or two but become thinner 
and coarser as years go on. The more 
expensive mixtures on the other hand, 
are blends of perhaps a dozen differ- 
ent varieties, with just sufficient of 
the coarse, quick growing but short 
lived kinds to provide shelter for the 
finer sorts to get established. Pro- 
fessional gardeners advise sowing 
grass seed both ways over the plot on 
a day when there is no wind and then 
raking lightly, one way only, to cov- 
er the seed. A roller or pounder is 
advisable to force the seed firmly in- 
to the soil. If possible cover with 
brush or wire netting to keep birds 
off until the grass gets started.

_ Americans are forever gadding a- 
out. They trample each other rub- 
bernecking in cities; they zoom across 
the country in cars and Utter up the 
landscape while they admire its 
beauty; and, until the shrinkage of 
the dollar, they overran Burope,) If 
‘we are to believe our novelists, Ameri- 
cans in transit are a bumptious’ lot, 
bringing the national reputation itato 
low esteem. ’ | A 
This opinion, however, overlook, the 
present marked trend away from paim- 
less junkets and in the direction of 
purposive travel with specific educa- 
tional aims in view.- Forget for a 
moment the thousands of regular stu- 
dents who, as shown in these columns 
last month, are doing accredited 
scholastic work in buses, on shipboard, 
and in foreign ports, The trend has 
swept beyond students to gather in a 
broad laity whose main concern is cul- 
ture rather than credit. It embraces 
the group who, with a fine sense of 
specializing, toured selected old inns 
of England this summer, spending a 
night in each, learning their history 
and associations, and studying their 
architecture and significance. It in- 
cludes the party who made the Fine 
Arts Tour of Europe, conducted by 
one of the old established agencies and 
guided by an experienced professor of 
art through not only the celebrated 


‘galleries of the continent but the 


studios of the great artists as well. It 
also includes those who took the 
Music Lovers’ pilgrimage, covering 
everything from the grave of the 
author of Rule Britannia to a tea at 
the American Conservatory in Paris 
and providing such music as_ the 
Grand Concerts of Vienna. 

So large does this new attitude to 
travel loom in the popular mind that 
Thos. Cook and Son, more than a 
mother to the travelling public, has 
been led to add an educational depart- 
ment. Presided over by chosen pro- 


‘| fessors, this department offers 4 


whole series of tours designed to pre- 
sent Europe Plus. On its Grand Tour, 
persons of broad interests who seek 
an introduction to education by travel 
are guided through the more fascinat- 
ing places of Europe, given instruction 
by experts in backgrounds and op- 
portunities to observe life off the 
paths beaten by the ordinary tours. 
There is even a strictly literary tour 
of England and Scotland, taking in 


only places rich in the traditions of 


literature—the scenes of Scott's no- 
vels, to mention an example. 

But the big agencies are small fry 
and late comers in the field of edu- 
cation. Their interest is significant 
only as a bow to increased demand. 
For an assortment of courses. suited 
to every cultural need, turn to the 
Bureau of University travel. The re- 
sourcefulness of the Bureau dazzles 
the eye. Next year it will hold a 
Horatian Cruise and Pilgrimage to 
places associated with Horace, Vergil, 
Cicero, and Caesar. The pilgrimage 
will visit the birthplace of Horace and 
distinguished spots connected with his 
life and work. Item: the Pons of 
Fabricius, from which one of Horace’s 
characters threatened to throw him- 
self into the Tiber. Opportunity will 
likewise smile upon those who wish 
to witness scenes made famous by still 
other classical writers. Following 
Caesar through Gaul is one adventure 
in store for those who make the tour. 
Imperial Caesar, dead and turned to 
clay, will live again, re-created by the 
imagination and knowledge of some 
of the foremost scholars of the mo- 
dern world. 

Revival of classical learning through 
travel is not the only trick the Bur- 
eau knows. Now in its forty-fourth 
year, its tours are conducted by uni- 
versity leaders; and not by native 
couriers. Some ,of its sponsors are 
men high in academic circles. Eau- 
cational standards are kept to the fore 
at all time. It pilots students by mo- 
tor through Spain, Egypt, Palestine, 
Greece, Sicily, and Italy. Always the 
Bureau emphasizes sharply the fact 
that interpretation rather than infor- 
mation is the thing that adds pleasure 
and value to travel. The mere sight- 
seer, it insists, is quickly bored. 

Of the Bureau’s courses in up-to- 
date problems, two dealing with Rus- 
sia are singularly inviting. One is a 
Russian seminar. Lectures, talks, and 
informal discussions, stimulated by 
two eminent Harvard professors, seek 
to throw on the student's mind a clear 
picture of what, in spite of hearsay 
and external evidence, is taking place 
in Russia. A staggering bibliography 
helps to guide the initiate into the 
mysteries. High Soviet officials and 
informed Americans living in Kussia 
are called in by the group. 


Or there is another and shorter 
Russian trip for those whose inter- 
ests are more esthetic than economic: 
a course in the Russian theater, cen- 
tering around the Moscow Theater 
Festival. The remarkable Theater 
Museum of Moscow and various 
theater and ballet schools were in- 
spected this summer. Students saw 
the great Russian movie, directorg in 
action, and visits were made to the 
Children’s Theater, the Circus, and to 
theatrical performances in workers 
clubs. 

No matter what a man’s cultural 
hobby may be, the chances are that 


he can find a congenial group and in- 
telligent Jeader as playmates. Suppose 
itis Japanese art. One year Upton 
Close, on ‘his cultural expedition to 
Pacific Asia, took with him specialists 
in painting, They worked through- 
out Japan, studied Japanese forms of 
art, and the best of their work was 
exhibited later in the Imperial Mu- 
feum galleries. Likewise a group 
‘went. out not long ago to make a clini- 
cal study of landscape architecture in 
Burope. Lecturers from leading 
schools in America accompanied the 
group through historic gardens of 
England, France and Italy. 

The bearing of all these tours on 
goodwill is not difficult to see. “Every 
traveler is an agent of peace and un- 
derstanding,” Arnold Bennett declar- 
ed. “A league for universal travel 
would be worth forty Leagues of Na- 
tions,” 

Apart from intellectual and cultural 
tours, the education of the heart 
through travel receives today increas- 
ing attention. Many agencies devot- 
ed to this important task are minor, 
but their work is eagerly done and 
their influence in the aggregate can- 
not, be small. Under the auspices of 
the English Speaking Union and the 
American University in London, 25 
members of the Riverdale Glee Club, 
Riverdale, New York,. spent two 
months this summer touring England 
on bicycles.. The boys not only sang 
their way through the country but 
met English boys in athletic contests. 
These troubadours on bicycles are 
part of an annual caravan. Since 
1927 Dr. Sven Knudsen of Boston has 
taken 900 boys abroad; last year and 
this he has added girls to his en- 
tourage. His group comprises youths 
of high school age chosen for special 
aptitudes. Last year the group cov- 
ered the chief points on the contin- 
ent and then spent a week as gues.s 
in private homes in Holland. This year 
the plan was the same, save that the 
boys and girls were entertained in 
Swiss homes instead. 


There is a League of Nations As- 
sociation journey for young men ana 
women interested in world affairs. The 
focal point is the Institute of inter- | 
national Relations at Geneva. During 
the past 12 years Canadian under- 
graduates, representing most of the 
universities of Canada, have made a 
summer tour of Europe under the 
banner of the Overseas Education 
League. The League was organized 
in 1910 to foster better understanding 
between Canada and Great Britain. 
In 1933 the National Student Federa- 
tion sent 100 college girls from the 
States abroad in small parties, ar- 
ranging social contacts with foreign 
students through picnics, teas, dances, 
and weekends. The International Stu- 
dent Service has a 63-day tour for 
young Americans of college standing 
who wish to spend the summer pro- 
fitably but without academic credit. 
It finds its way up the Danube, 
through the Bavarian and Swiss Alps, 
and ends with a lake trip from Gen- 
eva to Lausanne. 

By no means all these ventures in 
international friendliness are for youth 
only. Maturity predominates in the 
well-known seminar in Mexico, con- 
ducted each summer for the past nine 
years by the Committee on Cultural 
Relations with Latin America. The 
three weeks’ program comprises lec- 
tures, round table discussions under 
the leadership of prominent Americans 
and Mexicans, and trips to points 
within a radius of 100 miles of Mexico 
City. Almost 1000 representative 
American citizens have been given an 
opportunity through the seminar of 
meeting Mexico's leaders and _  ac- 
quainting themselves with its  pro- 
blems and ‘hopes. Arts and crafts, 
music, literature, archaeology, for- 
eign relations, and social problems are 
covered. 

Travel abroad is of course not es- 
sential to this new way of learning. 
There was a time when preacher: 
seeking fresh inspiration, assembled in 
evangelistic conclave and preached at 
each other. This method is still fash- 
ionable, but a more novel One has 
turned up. The National Religion and 
Labor Foundation conducted this sum- 
mer a large scale slumming expedi- 
tion for rabbis, ministers, and Y.M.C. 
A. secretaries. The trip took the 
clerics into the mines of Pennsyl- 
vania, the factorie; of Detroit, the 
steel mills of Pittsburgh. Under ex- 
pert leadership and travelling by mo- 
tor (one of the cars had a reference 
library), the group made a study of 
“facts alive’, meeting with Commun- 
ists and members of the Chamber of 
Commerce, talking to miners’ families 
and captains of industry, getting first- 
hand, diversified experience, 

In New York the ministers began 
their first day with a visit to the New 
York Clearing House. Next’ they 
heard the New Deal interrupted by a 
man who had helped to write 100 
codes. After lunch in a co-operative 
cafeteria they visited the Great Hall 
of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce and, their impressions still 
fresh, went to Zero’s Old Bucks and 
Lame Ducks Club for the homeless. 
Diego Rivera’; murals came next. 
Dinner at the One Cent Restaurant, 
where you can get a table d’hote meal 
for a dime, was followed by the

Fourteen years ago tourists; were 
gaping, half-bored, at the wonders of 
Yosemite National Park. Gradually 
these tourists began to show a per- 
sistent interest in the geological his- 
tory of the valley, its curious forma- 
tions, its human history, its flowers, 
birds, and animals. Dr. Harold C. 
Bryant, formerly of the University of 
California, began escorting parties 
through the park, and interest mount- 
ed. Each month these trips became 
more educational in nature. Within 
a few years a school had sprung up 
—literally out of nothing. The 
Laura Spelman Rockfeller Fund do- 
nated a museum. Then came lecture 
rooms, large models for demonstra- 
tions in geology, a permanent wild- 
flawer show, a library, and all the ap- 
purtenances of education. 


The result is the Yosemite School 
of Field Natural History. It has been 
operating since 1925, training many 
foresters and naturalists for positions 
in our national parks. . Enrolment 
now is limited and requirements are 
high—two years of college and evi- 
dence of special interest in natural 
history. Tours are still a part of the 
program: each term a week is spent 
on a 100-mile hike through the valley. 
Poetry and essays mingle with flora 
and fauna, and the school combines 
the best features of a sightseeing trip 
and a college course. 

In a similar way a volcano in 
Hawaii has become the subject of in- 
telligent observation and inquiry since 
the celebrated geologist, Thomas A. 
Jaggar, established a volcano ex- 


the edge of the crater pit of Kilauea 
stands a lecture room for interested 
tourists. Im this a government ge- 
ologist explains the ins and outs of 
volcanic activity. His discussions are 
reinforced by stereopticon slides, fol- 
lowed by field trips. : 

Does not the ideal school thus begin 
with the interest of the students and 
add apparatus as this interest de- 
mands it? Are not all these travel 
projects— and many others which 
might be cited—highly important to 
the process by which a people becomes 
cultured and enlightened ? They unfold 
naturally from the hankering of the 
race for knowledge and they will have 
@ more important place in the educa- - 
tion of the future.

5. GUNS AND 


HE gun for Skeet is the gun 

habitually used by the shooter in 
upland shooting; in other words, the 
one that fits him. A godd Skeet gun 
is substantially a good one for game 
birds as well. 


Certainly, there is no necessity to 
spend hard-earned dollars on a new, 
special gun. If you are starting the 
game for the first time, and if you 
have never shot before, and therefore 
have to buy a gun, pay strict atten- 
tion to fit, boring, weight, and 
calibre. Most important of allis it to 
see that your gun fits. Here it is as 
well to get the advice of some old 
hand at the game, and also to gain 
practical experience for yourself by 
shooting borrowed guns for a while 
until the right one for you is obvious. 


The sight of the gun-rack at a 
Skeet Club would be an eye-opener 
to the old, prejudiced trap-shooter. 
Double - barrelled, single - barrelled, 
under and over, pumpguns, auto- 
matics, all line up together, cheek by 
jowl. And all the way from 12 gauge

down past the 16s and the 20s to the 
28s and the beautiful little .410 
gauges, whatever the shooter owns or 
prefers. In rare instances only is 
the pump a good gun for the beginner 
at Skeet, unless he is a wizard at it. 


Skeet shooters use anything from 
trap loads of 714 shot to 10 shot with 
good results. The best ammunition 
is the regulation Skeet load of 
number 9 double chilled, put up by 
the manufacturers for this purpose. 
The use of this load is becoming 
universal. There is nothing better 
to give the required density for clean 
breaks in all gauges and in open guns. 


Remember, a good fitting coat or 
shooting jacket is essential, one 
that does not bag under the arms. 
Many Skeet shots are faster than real 
birds, and no one should handicap 
himself with a badly fitting garment. 
Guns have to come up quickly and a 
little surplus ridge of cloth or buck- 
skin may just throw enough snag in 
the way to cause you to miss that 
spinning target.
